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Town Can Increase 
Budget Two Percent

Finance and Budget Director Tony Tor- 
risi (who also wears a second hat as acting 
town manager these days) is working ona 
‘status quo’’ budget for Fiscal Year 1983, 
he said yesterday 

Assuming no changes in Proposition 242, 
no increase (‘‘that’s the bad news’’) or 
decrease (‘‘that’s the good news’’) in state 
aid, and a $70,000 loss in federal aid, Torri- 
si foresees a three-percent reduction in 
the overall town and school budget. 

That translates into a nine-percent re- 
duction for the school side — about $1.3 
million less than last year’s school operat- 
ing budget — and a three percent increase 
on the town side — about $300,000 mo?e 
than last year’s town operating budget, 

The schools bear the greatest burden of 
the budget cuts because the school budget 
includes debt service for the $13.72 million 
school building project, the director ex- 
plained. His budget also assumes that the 
school building project bonds will be sold 
before the end of the fiscal year. 

If, as Torrisi has assumed, Proposition 
2% remains unchanged next year, And- 
over will be allowed to raise less than 
$500,000 in property taxes — less than two 
percent of a total projected $30 million 
budget. 

In pre-2% times, Andover’s growth 
would have allowed a $2 million increase 
in taxes collected, so the tax-cutting law 
will add up to a $1.5 million loss for the 
town this year, he said. 

“In times of, not only inflation, but in 
trying to maintain a fair wage policy, and 
with increases in fixed costs, building and 
operating expenses, (living with the re- 
strictions of 2%) is not just difficult — it’s 
impossible,’ Torrisi said. 

Pending legislation to modify the law 
could ‘‘substantially ease the problem,’ 
he said. Representative Gerry Cohen’s 
bill, already approved by the House but 
not yet by the Senate, would let Andover 
increase its levy limit by five percent, 
rather than 242 percent 

That would allow the town to collect $1 
million more in taxes, for a three percent 
overall budget increase — which would 
still be ‘‘very tight,’ Torrisi pointed out 
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Cohen's bill also includes provisions that 
would let towns override 242, with a town 
meeting vote to call for a referendum, and 
a town election with a voter turnout of at 
least 30 percent 

With a three-percent increase, the 
town’s operating budget will probably be 
$10.3 million next year, Torrisi noted. He 
met with department heads Tuesday, to 
tell them their budgets must be kept to 
three-percent increases 

How will that be accomplished, when 
salary increase for town employees will 
average seven to eight percent? By reduc- 
ing programs, the budget director said, by 
reductions in personne! through attrition

of the truck. Corrugated cardboard 
boxes can be recycled but are pré& 
essed separately from other paper and 
should not be mixed in with it. Paper 
placed in boxes presents the recycling 
contractor with two added steps: sepa- 
rating the two different materials and 
flattening the boxes which otherwise 
take up too much space on the truck. 


Regular recycling of two-week accu- 
mulations of paper and glass makes the 
route easier for the truck driver to 
learn and promotes better service.

A Former Student Looks At 


His Professor As Headmaster 


(Andover resident Ken MacKenzie is a 
graduate of Phillips Academy who had 
Donald McNemar as a professor at Dart- 
mouth before being named headmaster at 
Andover this year.)

I recently had the opportunity to interview a former 
professor of mine and his wife at their large home on 
the Phillips Academy campus; it was an exercise in 
turning the tables, for 1 was asking him the leading 
questions. 

The residents of 189 Main St., former Dartmouth 
professor and current Headmaster of Phillips Acade- 
my Donald W. McNemar, his wife, Britta, and their 
two little girls, Heather and Galen, are adjusting to 
their new surroundings in an atmosphere that they 
described as ‘‘warm and friendly.’’ Of course, they 
themselves exude a personal warmth and gentility 
that is quite rare - 

Now, one month after McNemar’s investiture as 
headmaster, he and his family feel that they have 
become part of the “Andover Family,’ and are 
looking forward to the challenges of the future. 

The McNemars came to Andover and Phillips Aca- 
demy from Dartmouth College in Hanover, N.H., 
where they lived and worked for the last 12 years; 
McNemar was a professor of government and a dean 
of the social science faculty while Mrs. McNemar was 
the director of Dartmouth’s Career and Employment 
Services (CES) office. Comparing Andover and Hano- 
ver, Mrs. McNemar referred to a ‘difference in 
scale.” She said Andover is not quite as ‘‘insular’’ as 
Hanover but that it is rather, and she hesitated, ‘‘more 
metropolitan. We still get lost on our way to Law- 
rence,” she admitted through a smile. 

Headmaster McNemar found out about the vacancy 
at the Academy in a rather unusual way. A friend, who 
is both a P.A. and Dartmouth alumnus, knew that a 
Trustee Committee of the Academy would be looking 
for someone to replace Theodore Sizer. ‘This person 
asked me, ‘can I send in your name?’ ” said McNe- 
mar, “and I replied that he could feel free.’ The 
McNemars received a call from the Trustee Search 
Committee last November inviting them to visit the 
Academy, which they then did anonymously and, 
according to McNemar, ‘‘as a matter of curiousity.’ 
McNemar recalled an interview with the Search Com- 
mittee in New York as an unusually rigorous experi- 
ence. ‘‘At one time or another we (he and his wife) 
were asked almost everything,”’ he said, ‘‘but as we 
started to know more people, we became more and 
more interested in the move.”’ ° 

As one might imagine, the decision to leave a presti- 
gious college where they were well-established was a 
difficult decision for the McNemars to make. When | 
asked them how they finally did make the decision to 
come to Andover, the McNemars looked at one anoth- 
er and smiled. I was rapidly scribbling my notes on a 
yellow legal pad. ‘‘We took a legal pad,’ said Mrs 
McNernar, ‘‘and we drew a line down the middle to 
make a balance sheet where we could weigh the 
positive and negative factors.” 

I reprimanded myself for not anticipating that this 
was the very method that a man who had been in- 
volved in the teaching of government as the science of 
decision-making would probably employ. ‘‘What we 
really had to do,’’ offered McNemar, ‘‘was to weigh 
what direction our lives were taking.” 

On the negative side of the balance sheet lay the 
McNemars’ very genuine emotional attachment to 
Dartmouth and to Hanover. ‘‘Both of our children 
were born there,’’ McNemar said, ‘‘and my position as 
a tenured professor was a source of security.’’ He also 
noted that he would greatly miss the natural beauty of 
Dartmouth’s surroundings, the rolling hills, the moun- 
tains and the woods. ‘‘There was less traffic,’’ he said 
wryly 

Aso on the negative side was the fact that the

Ivy League professors. ‘‘Of course, you give up your 
research,’’ McNemar said, ‘but my field has become 
more education and that was a conscious choice.”’ 
On the positive side of the balance sheet was the 
McNemars’ very strong shared sense that secondary 
education is ‘‘where the action is.’’ McNemar cited the 
secondary school years as ‘‘a time when young people 
make very important decisions.’ The Phillips Acade- 
my Constitution underscores McNemar’s point when it 
says, ‘youth is the important period on the im- 
provement or neglect of which depend the most impor- 
tant consequences to individuals themselves and the 
community.’’ McNemar also listed the excitement he 
had witnessed in the classrooms during his anonymous 
visit and his opinion of the faculty members and of the 
Phillips Academy and Andover communities as posi- 
tive factors. He referred to an “‘eagerness, a spontane- 
ity, and an across the board enthusiasm’’ at P.A 
The new headmaster’s formal responsibilities will 


be somewhat analogous to those of a college or univer-, ; 


sity president with an added weight in that, according 
to McNemar, ‘‘the headmaster is much more of a 
teacher than is a university president; he is more 
involved with colleagues and much more involved with 
students.’ McNemar contrasted his role with that of a 
president by saying that a president would be likely to 
move on into ‘‘money and management.’ Summing up 
the nature of his formal duties, McNemar said matter- 
of-factly, “I really have responsibility for every- 
thing.”’ I could see that he was quite serious. He 
acknowledges a serious debt of gratitude to his prede- 
cessor, Ted Sizer, the success of whose leadership, 
McNemar claims, ‘‘laid an excellent groundwork.” 
Britta McNemar sees her new job at Phillips as a 
“triple threat.’’ She sees herself as a parent and 
mother, a wife and a college counsellor in that order 
As a college counsellor, Mrs. McNemar will help 
students at P.A. select which college would be best for 


them as individuals, just as he aided studentsat , 
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schools while she was director of CES. 

The headmaster’s philisophy of education, which 
was, of course, of particular interest to his interview- 
ers in New York and was the primary reason for his 
getting the job, encompasses four main points. McNe- 
mar advocates a striving for excellence to be gener- 
ated by high expectations from teachers and parents, a 
liberal learning to offer a broad understanding of the 
methods of inquiry, a global perspective to prepare the 
students to lead a future trans-national world, and, 
finally, a commitment to service on the part of the 
students who have been privileged to have a Phillips 
Academy education. Essential to the success each of 
these four points is the idea of community or what 
McNemar referred to as ‘learning through the proc- 
ess of living. The community only works when individ- 
uals respect one another,’’ McNemar said, ‘‘and that 
offers a beginning which leads on to the desire to help 
and share.’’ Phillips is concernea about the student as 
a whole person which McNemar explained was, in 
part, because of the age of the student and in part 
ecause of the commitment of a residential school 
where community is valued 

P.A. in the 1980s will be subject to what McNemar 
called a ‘‘disciplined ordering of priorities.’’ He recog- 
nizes that the years ahead will bring continuing eco- 
nomic restraints as fewer and fewer families will be 
able to afford the cost of sending a child to Phillips. 
‘I’m not pessimistic,’’ McNemar said, ‘‘but I think we 
have to make wide choices; educational quality does 
not always follow from more.’’ McNemar does not 
believe that Phillips will become simply the preserve 
of the wealthy who can afford it but that, since Phillips 
Academy took away the stereotype of private schools 
for the rich, it will continue its commitment to the 
education of ‘‘youth from every quarter.’’ He noted 
that 34 percent of the students were at P.A. on schol- 
arship ang that he and the school would continue’gp

hold a high priority on the provision of financial aid. 
Diversity of background and outlook in the student 
body is crucial to McNemar’s overall plans and hopes 
for his new school because ‘‘students learn as much 
from one another as they do from any other source,” 
he explained 
McNemar appreciates that he is not starting afresh 
with P.A. in 1981 and that he will be very happy to 
simply maintain its excellence in education. He would 
like to inculcate in the students an appreciation of 
breadth and goals and curiousity that ‘will keep the 
students learning throughout their lives.’’ McNemar 
also intends tio see to it that P.A. can maintain its 
commitment to the education of a broad range of 
students. He also hopes that the school will be able to 
continue its leading role in the field of education and 
" that it will be able to develop more programs that can 
be used in other schools. He pointed to the English 
Competence program and the Math and Science for 
Minorities program as past examples of P.A. ideas 
that have been adopted by other schools. 
As a Quaker, McNemar has a belief that is especial-

Mrs. McNemar explained that, for any P.A. headmas- 
ter, ‘‘there is the expectation that he and his family 
are involved with the community at large.’’ I think it is 
always nice to see those who profess the ideals of 
public service take those ideals seriously. 

Phillips Academy, under McNemar, will remain 
open to the residents of Andover through the availabili- 
ty of the cultural facilities of the Addison Gallery and 
the Archaeological museum and through the availabil- 
ity of the academy’s athletic facilities. Andover High 
School students will still be given the opportunity to 
attend classes at Phillips and the Community School’ 
night program will remain intact 

The McNemars are looking forward to the opportu- 
nity to travel to meet alumni and friends of P.A. Mrs.

Experience With Service

Preparation and organization are the keys to success in working with 
nursery school age children. Preparing the Andover High School's 
nursery school area are from left, Jessica Cotton, Heather Hughes, 
Trisha Mirisola and Kim Hardock.

‘Service to the community’s mothers and a unique 
learning experience for high school students are just 
two of the benefits offered by the ‘“‘Exploring Child- 
hood’’ course at Andover High School. 

Children between the ages of 2 to 4 may attend.a 
carefully structured nursery school program which is 
actually the laboratory portion of the high school 
course. The nursery school holds two sessions during 
the second semester at the high school. 

Theoretical training in the psychology and care of 
young children must precede the actual operation of 
the nursery school, thus accounting for the second 
semester only availability of this service. This year a 
total of 48 high school students—all girls—will be 
studying all aspects of the age group with which they 
will eventually be working. Course instructor, Priscil- 
la Wall, explains that this is necessary because not all 
high school age students have had recent contact with 
very young children. 

Learning experiences in this course are varied, with 
emphasis on the practical applications of psychology 
and management. Although there is a basic text, 
written by an associate of the Gazelle Institute of Yale 
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University, the course work also features guest speak- 
ers from area institutions such as Bon Secours Hospi- 
tal and Planned Parenthood Associates. Films and 
videotapes depicting true-to-life childcare situations 
are also a major part of the non-textbook portion of the 
course. 

Students who are working with the two to four year 
olds work in teams of two. Although the young children 
are present four days per week, the high school stu- 
dents meet for a full five-period program. The fifth 
period per week is used for team planning and evalua- 
tions of the previous week’s operations. In addition, 
each student must keep an individual journal of daily 
activities, which is used as a self-assessment tool and 
as a basis for the course grade. 

Past years have seen somewhat larger class sizes of 
up to 25 for each of the three sections traditionally 
offered. This year’s group of toddlers will benefit from 
a slightly lower class size—16 per section—and will 
thus be given closer supervision and attention. 

Although there have been boys enrolled in the Ex- 
ploring Childhood class in previous years, this year’s 
class is composed of girls only. Young men whose

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future careers may bring them into contact with young 
children are encouraged to enroll in the class. All 
young men as potential fathers would have much to 
gain from the course. Each year the nursery school 
becomes more popular with busy parents. 

Parents of potential nursery school enrollees will 
want to note some basic procedures involved with 
enrolling their sons and daughters. Two session will be 
held for three and four-year-old children — one from 
February to April, the second from April to June. 
Children in these groups will meet four times a week. 
There are no openings in the February to April group. 
However, in the April to June group, there are open- 
ings for six boys and six girls. The two-year-olds will 
meet once a week for the period from February to 
June. Space will be available for seven boys and for 
seven girls in this group. A $12 fee is charged for 
enrollment in any session. 

As demand normally excedes spaces available, actu- 
al choice is by lottery. This year’s lottery will be held 
on Dec. 20, and applications will be available at the 
Shawsheen School during the weeks prior to that date.

Now You’re Covking 

Can it be possible that Thanksgiving is just around 
the corner? I remember wishing I was 16, then 18 then 
21. My mother used to say, ‘‘Honey, don’t wish your 
life away, when you get to be my age you will wonder 
where the time goes!’’ Well - she sure knew what she 
was talking about, only yesterday I was looking for 
school shoes and today it’s turkeys. Oh well, while 
time is busy flying I’ve taken three months off from 
the airlines and have never been busier. Being a full 
time homemaker is a very difficult job and I can’t wait 
to get back to work! I need the rest. Before I go any 
further thanks for the reminders about the onion soup. 
If you never try another recipe you see here - try this 
one. If you like onion soup this will certainly please 
you. 


Onion Soup Gratine€é 


3 Tb bacon fat 

4 large onions (sliced) 
2 Tb flour 

2 tsp salt 

1 garlic clove (mashed) 
1 Tb gravy master 

Ye tsp thyme 

5 cups cRicken broth 

5 cups beef broth 

1 cup white Vermouth 
*¥ cup sherry 

slices of French bread 
Slices of Jack or Muenster cheese 
Parmesan cheese 

Melt fat. Add sliced onion and cook till translucent. 
Stir in flour, brown slightly, add remaining ingredients 
to * (star). Simmer on lowest flame for one hour, 
stirring occasionally. Fill individual soup crocks, 
place toasted French bread on soup, cover with a slice 
of cheese, sprinkle with Parmesan and bake at 400° till 
cheese is bubbly. 

The soup tastes best if it is prepared the day before 
and the seasonings have a chance to blend. Before 
filling crocks be sure to heat soup to the boil again. 
This soup freezes beautifully for up to three months. 
The gravy master is for color only. Use as much as you 
need for your color preference. 

Many of our readers have requested a sirnple stuf- 
fing recipe and the best I have found is the Pepperidge 
Farm stuffing mix to which I add % cup diced celery 
and onion. You can also toss in a few raisins and 
walnuts for a change of pace. It’s a great tasting 
stuffing and couldn’t be easier. 

While everyone is waiting for the turkey it’s nice to 
have a few easy hors d'oeuvres to nibble on and here 
are a couple we think you'll like. 


Stuffed Mushrooms 


1 Box mushrooms 
Y%4 cup white Vermouth 
1 cup prepared instant mashed potatoes, according to 
pkg. directions 
l-can (7% oz) crab meat drained 
1 cup shredded cheddar cheese 
2 tsp lemon juice 
1 tsp tarragan 
Wash mushrooms, remove stems and OF: Saute in 


2 Tb margarine. Add Vermouth and simmer 2 minutes. 
Add remaining ingredients and stuff mushroom caps. 
Bake in pre-heated 400° oven 20 minutes till lightly 
browned. Thank you, Alice Levine. This recipe is 
delicious! 

The Andona Ball was a complete success and the 
hors d’oeuvres table was filled with goodies. Many 
people there asked me if I could get the recipes for the 
crab nibbles and the sweet and sour meatballs. I spoke 
with Marlene Bernardin who assisted with the meat- 
balls and Cynthia Kelly who helped with the crab 
nibble and here are the recipes. 


Sweet ’N Sour Meatballs 


2 lbs ground beef 
1 beaten egg 
1 large onion (grated) 
Ye tsp salt 
Mix and shape into small balls. Drop into the sauce 
of: 
1 12 oz bottle chili sauce 
1 10 oz jar grape jelly 
juice of one lemon 
Simmer 45 min. Can be made in advance and frozen. 


Crab Nibbles 


1 jar Kraft Old English cheese spread 
1 stick margarine 
142 tsp mayonnaise 
¥2 tsp garlic salt 
Ye tsp seasoned salt 
1 7 oz can crab meat 
1 pkg English Muffins 

Blend margarine and cheese spread. Add remaining 
ingredients and spread on English Muffins. Cut into 
quarters and broil 3 to 5 minutes. This recipe works 
best if you can freeze it before broiling. The mixture 
sets better.

2 egg yolks

In a chafing dish or double boiler melt cream cheese 
slowly.

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Koala Has Andover In Mind 
As It Aims For Dec. 1 Opening 


Attracted by Andover’s “‘surge of growth,’’ Koala 
Inns, Inc. have come to town, and inn officials are 
aiming at Dec. 1 as the date they will open their new 
three-story facility on River Road. 

With 124 rooms, the $4 million Andover Koala Inn 
will be one of the largest in the corporation’s nine-inn 
chain 

Inn officials are now hiring personnel to staff the 
facility, under construction since last December (with 
a break during the winter months). 

Up to 80 percent of the 25 to 30 employees will 
probably be local residents, according to Koala Inns 
President Robert Agnello. Inn staffers are now inter- 

* viewing candidates for desk clerks, housekeepers, and 
assistant managers 


The Koala Inn will contribute $40,000 to $60,000 to the 
town coffers annually in real estate taxes, Agnello 
estimates, pointing out that the hotel may have a 
“ripple effect’’ on the town’s economy as well. 

“The people who stay with us will spend money in 
the area for goods and services,” he says, ‘‘and that 
will be a secondary benefit to the community.”’ 


Because its primary market is the traveling busi- 
nessperson, Koala Inns tries to locate its facilities 
near industrialized areas with access to major high- 
ways —and River Road, bounded by the West Andover 
Industrial Tech Park on one side and Route I-93 on 
another, fits that bill perfectly, Agnello says. 

When inn officials decided to locate here four years 
ago, they “had a strong feeling that the Andover area 
was going to enjoy a surge of growth, particularly in 
the tech park,’’ Agnello explains.‘‘GCA, Digital, Ray- 
theon have all chosen to locate in Andover — and we 
feel there is a need for our type of facility there.”’ 

Corporate officials are ‘‘very anxious to get under- 
way and open”’ in Andover, he adds. ‘‘We are delighted 
to be in Andover. We are very pleased so far with the 
cooperation of town officials, who have carefully seen 
to it that our needs are met. 

‘Andover building codes are very strict, and we’re 
pleased with that,’’ Agnello comments, ‘‘and with the 
quality of construction and development there.”’ 

Koala Inns built its first two facilities in 1973, in 
Schenectady, N.Y., and Windsor Locks, Conn. Since 
then, it has built all its hotels in New England: in

With a generosity that has become rare 
today, an Andover couple has given 23 
acres of woodlands to the Andover Village 
Improvement Society to be permanently 
preserved as open space. 

Irvin and Marcia Wilkinson of Foster’s 
Pond deeded the wooded parcel, located 
off Woburn Street and Rattlesnake Hill 
Road, to AVIS last Tuesday, after less 
than two months of discussion with AVIS 
and town officials. 

“It’s become really rare for people to 
give land to AVIS,”’ Margaret Keck of the 
society said last week. ‘‘It is a wonderful 
and very generous gift.”” 

The Wilkinson's land is ‘‘extremely pre- 
tty and very desirable for conservation,” 
she added. It has some frontage on Fos- 
ter’s Pond, and includes a high ridge with 
‘‘a lovely view of the pond,’’ Keck said. 

Many of the qualjties that make the site 
attractive as open space also make it 
unsuitable for development, she noted: it 
has some wetlands and steep slopes, and is 
heavily wooded. 

Deeding the land to AVIS was ‘“‘some- 
thing we have been thinking about for a 
long time,’’ Mrs. Wilkinson explained last 
week. ‘‘We’re interested in conservation, 
in keeping the wetlands and the green belt 
around Andover — so we just decided to do 
i 

The Wilkinsons have kept a small por- 
tion of the land where their home stands, 
and will continue to live on Foster’s Pond, 
as they have for the past 23 years. Before 
that, they lived in Shawsheen Village for 
18 years.

Chamber Giving Up Fight 
To Improve Postal Service

After more than three years of fighting 
for better postal service for Andover busi- 
nesses, the Andover Chamber of Com- 
merce is ‘‘throwing in thie towel.” 

Mail delivery to post office box-holders 
began to deteriorate when sorting opera- 
tions were transferred from the Andover 
post office to Lawrence in late 1977, 
according to Chamber President Robert 
Finlayson 

Because many of those box-holders are 
business people who depend on mail to fuel 
their daily office routine, the Chamber 
began a campaign to restore box service 
to its former efficiency, with Finlayson as 
campaign manager 

luree yea>3; and a thick file of corre- 
spondence ‘ater, ‘‘not a thing has 
changed,” Finlayson says wearily. The 
Chamber's crusade is over — and the 
businesspeople appear iv have lost 

We didn't. want any battles,’ he adds. 
‘We just wanted our service to be the 
same as it was before. It’s sad that all 
these people can work so hard for so 


long,’ he says of the failed campaign, 
“and still not influence anything.” 

The saga began about three and one-half 
years ago, Finlayson explains, when the 
Andover post office outgrew its downtown 
facility, and postal officials proposed 
building a new post office on Argilla Road 
at Andover Street 

Town officials opposed that idea be- 
cause they did not want to see the Central 
Business District splintered, the Chamber 
president says. A study commission was 
asked to come up with an alternative 

What that commission came up with 
was that the Lawrence post office was not 
fully utilized. Andover’s mail sorting oper- 
ation could be moved to Lawrence — elim- 
inating the need for a new post office in 
Andover 

Both the town fathers and post office 
accepted that idea, Finlayson says, and 
Andover sorters were transferred to Law- 
rence But heshad-some doadts she ree alls

customer service representative in Low- 
ell, and I asked, what services will we 
lose?’’ he says. - 

“They all told me the same thing: that 
the service couldn’t help but improve, 
because the mail would get to Lawrence 
earlier, and be sorted at night, instead of 
in the morning.” 

But, Finlayson says, ‘From the very 
first day the new service was instituted, 
the mail that used to be in the post office 
boxes by 8 or 8:30 a.m. was not available 
until 11 a.m 

‘I thought, well, it’s new — we ‘ll give 
them a month or so to work out the bugs. 
But still, now, the best they can do with 
the box mail is 10 a.m.”’ 

What difference does it make if busi- 
nesses pick up their mail at 10 a.m. in- 
stead of 8:30? Many businesses ‘‘depend 
upon the mail,’’ Finlayson explains. The 
mail brings orders and payments, to in-

The delayed delivery ‘‘upsets our busi- 
ness routine greatly,’’ one small business- 
man wrote in a letter of complaint. ‘‘Our 
daily orders are delayed, and our deposits 
are held up for the bank.”’ 

‘The mail is so slow that we have to 
make three trips a day to the post office,”’ 
a spokesman for a larger company wrote 
‘‘At noon, there is no mail, where there 
used to be a lot. It makes it awkward to 
get into the business day.”’ 

Post office officials told Finlayson, who 
brought the probiem to them in the spring 
of 1978, that serv ce had not deteriorated, 
that it was in fact ‘‘the same,’’ he says. So 
the Chamber of Commerce decided to 
‘start digging into it.”’

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Attacking The Moths 


There appears a ray of hope that the problem of gypsy 
moths will be addressed by a special town meeting, 
thanks to the efforts of Doreen Correnti. 

She initially presented a petition with over 200 names 
asking the selectmen to call a special meeting to ap- 
prove funds to conduct a spraying program. Selectmen 
refused to call the session, which we feel was basically 
wrong. Any technicalities involved in preparing an 
article properly could have been addressed with munici- 
pal assistance. 

But Doreen was not to be denied and with strong 
citizen support, gathered 350 signatures and has pre- 
sented a proper article with amount of funds and type of 
chemical to be used which now demands positive action 
toward providing a special session. 

There is little doubt that the gypsy moth problem 
which plagued the town this past year will be even 
worse next spring, based on surveys taken within the 
town. 

Doubtless there will be opposition to any kind of a 
spraying program, and there will also be some argu- 
ments relative to the expenditure of funds to underwrite 
the project by the town. 

But there is a need and it is a town-wide problem. 

As to the argument about the use of chemicals, 
assurance can certainly be obtained that the type to be 
used--- will be safe. It was used extensively on a 
private basis a year ago and will be again next spring as 
residents make every attempt to save their trees and 
surroundings from the infestation of gypsy moths. 

With regard to the funding, in view of the damage 
which could result from a second onslaught of the 
problem and could prove fatal to thousands of Andover 


trees, it should be looked upon as a necessity to pre- 


serve the health and beauty of the community. 

And, as for calling a special town meeting, there 
should be no question that the selectmen should accede 
to the petitioners and follow the requests of the Andover 
residents. 

Three selectmen, earlier this year, almost succeeded 
in preventing the calling of a special session to act on 
additional school building funds which had been re- 
quested by the school building and school committees. 
They subsequently changed their votes and approved 
the meeting. 

That case dealt with a request from within the munic- 
ipal family which should have been honored at the 
initial asking purely out of courtesy toward another 
municipal body. 

The current request is by the members of the commu- 
nity itself which should likewise be honored in view of 
the fact that Andover is governed by a town meeting 
form of government. There being sufficient number of 
citizens interested in acting on an issue of community 
interest dictates that the necessary machinery for a 
special town meeting be placed in motion and the 
matter disposed of in the democratic manner provided 
by Andover bylaws.

To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

The Andover Selectmen and the Board of Health 
have done Andover a great service by rejecting a 
special Town Meeting for voting on spraying against 
the gypsy moth. A delay will give us more time to 
consider some of the negative effects of spraying. 

Since the proposed warrant did not specify which 
agent would be used, it is difficult to evaluate it. But 
enough experience has been gained from the effects of 
chemical spraying in the early fifties for us to be 
cautious. It is known that if a spraying program does 
not use saturation concentrations of an insecticide, 
strains of insects that are resistant will survive and 
multiply and we'll be back to square one again. 

Whether or not high concentrations of insecticides 
are used, the beneficial insects — those, such as bees, 
which pollinate crops and those which are predators 
for other noxious insects, such as the praying mantis 
— will also be destroyed. Thus, vegetable and fruit 
crops and ornamental plants and trees will suffer. 
There are worse effects yet to reckon with. chemical 
insecticides frequently kill fish quite efficiently. 
Wéuldn’t it be nice for our water supply to have dead 
fish floating all over Haggetts Pond? What are the long 
term effects of the (unnamed) insecticides? Not so. 
long ago Thalidomide was thought to be a safe drug. 
Chloroform was once thought to be a harmless solvent 
and is now considered to be a carcinogen. 

Maybe it would be better not to try to fool with 
Mother Nature. Maybe, too, it would be better not to 
spray the town with Andover tax dollars.

The Andover High football team dug itself a caver- 
nous hole in the first half, and despite a gallant 
comeback bid in the final two quarters the Golden 
qWarriors fell victim to an inspired Haverhill High 
crew 26-16 in Merrimack Valley Conference East Divi- 
sion action last Saturday at Eugene V. Lovely Field 

It was the final home game of 1981 for Coach Dick 
Collins’ squad, and it was also ‘‘Senior Appreciation 
Day’’ as all 12th graders on the team and their parents 
were honored. 

The loss was the second straight for Andover, which 
fell to 5-3-1 overall and dropped out of title contention. 

Lawrence High clinched its second straight East 
crown with a 22-8 triumph over Central Catholic. That 
Lancers’ victory, coupled with losses suffered by Me- 
thuen and Andover, handed Lawrence the undisputed 
championship 

Haverhill, whose record is extremely deceiving, 
improved to 2-7-0 with its upset victory. Five of the 
Hillies’ seven losses have come by margins of one 
touchdown or less. 

Andover will complete its season one week from 
today, traveling to Veterans’ Stadium for the tradi- 
tional Thanksgiving Day finale against Central Catho- 
lic (10 a.m. kickoff). 

The Golden Warriors have dominated this series, but 
this year’s matchup figures to be a good one because 
the Red Raiders are a surprising 6-3-0. 


First Half Blues 


Haverhill, which was completely healthy for one of 
the few times this season, bolted to a stunning 18-0 
halftime lead, stretched that to 25-0 early in the third 
quarter, and then beat back a late Andover rally that 
produced two touchdowns and several other threats. 

The visitors took the opening kickoff and drove to the 
Golden Warriors’ 39 yard line, at which point standout 
tailback Julio Perez fumbled with senior defensive 
back Chris Reichert recovering. 

AHS couldn't capitalize, however, and Tom Wilkins 
was forced to punt the ball away. 

The Hillies’ all-purpose performer, Jim Hinds, re- 
turned the kick 21 yards to the Haverhill 35. 

The winners drove all the way to the Andover six 
yard line in 12 plays, with quarterback Hinds doing 
much of the damage through the air with 12 yard pass 
to Mike Atwood and a pair of completion for 11 and 
nine yards to Ted Downer. 

The march stalled on a third down play at the AHS 
six, as Russ Lewis broke through to hit Perez for a five 
yard loss. 

Jim Owens came on at this point, splitting the 
uprights with a 28 yard fieldgoal to give Haverhill a 3-0 
lead at the 7:45 mark. 

The Warriors took the ensuing kickoff and moved to 
midfield, the key play a 14-yard pass from southpaw 
quarterback Brien Moriarty to Greg Sacco.

showed box service had fallen behind the 
schedule of pre-Lawrence days 

The post office took its own survey, 
Finlayson says. Their survey showed serv- 
ice was the same as before 


The Chamber took the problem to the 
Board of Selectmen in the fall of 1979 
George Walker, district manager of postal 
services (since retired), appeared before 
the board at their request. He maintained 
that postal service to Andover box-holders 
had not deteriorated. 


“After a lot of letter-writing, a lot of 
communications, a lot of surveys, and a 
lot of work,’ Finlayson says, Congress- 
man James Shannon was brought into the 
act. In October, 1979, Shannon held a Sat- 
urday morning meeting in his office with 
the selectmen and Walker. 


For the first time, the district manager 
acknowledged that box service had indeed 


slowed down, Finlayson remembers 

Walker explained that the mail was not 
leaving the central distribution plant in 
Woburn any earlier than before — but 
instead of coming to Andover, it was going 
on to Lawrence. There, it had to be un- 
loaded from the truck, sorted, loaded back 
onto the truck, and returned to Andover 

Those extra steps added up to just about 
an hour and a half 

Walker promised a solution. In a letter 
to the congressman dated Oct. 18, 1979, he 
said a new general mail facility would be 
built in Woburn. Andover’s mail could be 
sorted there and sent directly to town — 
eliminating the detour to Lawrence 

That new plan would be in operation by 
‘‘the mid or late spring period of 1980,”’ 
Walker wrote, making it ‘‘possible to pro- 
vide the final incoming mails to the And- 
over Post Office at an eariler time than it 
is now received. . .I wish to assure you 
that this office will effect such change at 
the earliest possible time.”’ 

Chamber members waited patiently for 
the spring, Finlayson says, until ‘Spring, 
1980 comes, and nothing takes place.’’ The 
Chamber wrote to Shannon in late May, 
reminding the congressman of Walker's 
promise

August 1, 1980: In reply to a letter from 
Shannon, Walker wrote that ‘‘it is not now 
deemed operationally feasible to plan for 
machine distribution (in the new Woburn 
facility) for Andover mails.’’ Transferring 
Andover postal workers to Woburn was 
one problem with that plan, Walker indi- 
cated 


‘The Postmaster at Andover has been 
monitoring service,’ he added, “and has 
received few, if any, complaints from his 
customers.’ 


‘Of course we weren't over there (at 
the Andover post office) complaining,” 
Finlayson comments. ‘‘We knew they 
were working on it, that a solution was 
coming.” 


The Chamber waited five months, while 
Shannon campaigned for reelection, be- 
fore contacting the congressman again 
last January. ‘“‘The problem remains,”’ 
then- Chamber President Lawrence Sulli- 
van wrote. ‘‘Andover deserves better box 
line service — it is not receiving it as Mr. 
Walker promised.” 


During the summer, Shannon corre- 
sponded with postal representatives and 
Finlayson, newly-elected Chamber presi- 
dent 


The results: new District Manager 
Charles Losasso, who succeeded Walker, 
wrote Shannon that the postal service had 
‘launched a service improvement pro- 
gram in the Boston District. This program 
is designed to analyze the entire mail flow 
cycle in the interim, we will monitor 
the service provided to the Andover Post

And Richard A. Schaeffer, district di- 
rector of customer services for the postal 
service, told Shannon, ‘‘We are presently 
reviewing our operational plans to im- 
prove the time mail is available to our box 
customers in the entire Middlesex-Essex 
area However, we will continue to re- 
view and improve the service in And- 
over.” 

That's when Finlayson decided to give 
up the fight 

“Knowing that we’re not going any- 
where, that we’ve spent three years ac- 
complishing nothing, I decided as 
Chamber president to wrap this thing up,”’ 
he says. ‘‘The Chamber is throwing in the 
towel.”’ 

He summarized the Chamber’s efforts 
in a September 1981 report to the select- 
men and Shannon — and, as a final ges- 
ture, sent a copy to Representative 
William D. Ford, chairman of the House 
Committee on Post Office and Civil Serv- 
ices. (Ford replied that the postmaster 
general would conduct ‘‘a thorough inves- 
tigation of the mail service in Andover.’ ) 

During the past three years, businesses 
have ‘‘learned to adjust’’ to receiving 
their box mail later, Finlayson says. ‘‘Any 
business can adjust. But we were told that 
service would be better — and that wrong 
information, combined with the disruption 
in service, affected businesses tremen- 
dously. 

“It’s the principle,’’ he says, shaking his 
head. ‘It’s just a shame that people spent 
so much time and effort to do what's right 

I guess you can’t fight City Hall, unfor- 
tunately.”

At this point it would not appear that we 
are discussing lay-offs’’), and by increas- 
ing user fees 

One prime target for increased fees is 
parking tickets, Torrisi indicated. ‘‘Cur 
rently they are much too low,” he said 
with tickets for exceeding time limits only 
$1, and police limited to ticketing each car 
only twice a day 

Those overtime parking tickets could be 
increased to $5, he said 

Increased user fees for the library and 
water department will also be looked at 
Community Services and the sewer de 
partment saw increases in user fees last 
year, So will probably not increase their 
fees again this year, he pointed out 

President Reagan’s proposed 12 percent 
cut in federal revenue sharing, which 
would mean a $70,000 loss for Andover, is 
likely to be approved, Torrisi said. That 
loss ‘‘will be spread all over the town 
side.”’ 

The town’s capital budget will also be 
hit hard, with a cut from $800,000 last year 
to $200,000. That will mean less major 
equipment can be purchased, and im 
provements to town buildings will be put 
off, along with engineering studies to plan

And if town officials hope to increase 
services anywhere by adding public 
safety personnel, for instance — that will 
mean reductions elsewhere, too 

“We are going to maintain as many 
municipal services as possible,’’ the bud- 
get director said. ‘‘Nobody is coming in 
and telling us, ‘Eliminate this.’

article for her, but had been waiting for information 
from the committee so she could write an article. She 
was one of seven members on that committee. 

Correnti submitted the first petition just to get the 
process started, she said, so there would be enough 
time to hold a special meeting before the holidays 

After the selectmen rejected her first petition last 
week, ‘‘I got so many phone calls and a lot of support,’’ 
she said. ‘I feel very strongly that people really do 
want the spraying done 

‘It’s up to the town to let people know what the 
indications are for the infestation next year — they are 
terrible,’’ Correnti added. ‘‘We will be hit bad.’ 

She began the second petition drive last Thursday 
night, aiming for 350 signatures — enough to call a 
special town meeting without the selectmen’s appro- 
val 

The gypsy moth subcommittee has reported to the 
board of health that spraying would not be the town’s 
best option for dealing with gypsy moths. (They also 
recommended, however, that carbaryl be used if the 
town does choose to spray.) That is likely to be the 
position taken by the selectmen and Finance Commit- 
tee at the special town meeting. 

The selectmen displayed no enthusiasm for calling a 
special meeting during their discussion of the first 
petition last week. Gammon said this week that she 
tried to persuade Correnti to wait until annual town 
meeting in the spring to propose the article. 

But Correnti is afraid it might be too late to spray by 
the time the spring meeting is held. And with mem- 
ories of last year’s gypsy moth invasion fresh in her
